have investigated a single case of 
these outrages which have been 
brought to our attention.”’ 

“A new case which came be- 
fore the invertigation today,” the 
spokesman for the commission 
said, “is one in which three houses 
in Tulsa were burned by the 
masked Kilansamen. We have a 
number of names in this case al- 
ready in the record, but have 
not yet completed our investiga- 
tion.“ 

WEDDING FORCED 


A wedding ceremony performed 
in the center of a field in Creek 
county adjoining Tulsa county, 
while the bridegroom was chained 
to a gas engine, with pistols leveled 
at his head, was another case 
heard today .

Squadron on Stand 


Would Exonerate Officers

tear-Aémiral Sumner E. W. Kit- 
tolle, commander of destroyer 
sauadrons, passed through a peri- 
od of self-hurfliliation in which he 
declared himself guilty of any 
blunders which may have been 
made as to the navigation of the 
Delphy and concluded with a 
striking commendation of his su- 
bordinate officers and enlisted men. 

His recital followed a program 
which had been carefully arranged 
that the facts might be chronolog- 
ically and clearly laid before the 
board in as brief a time as possible. 
It was declared by naval men who 
heard it to be the most masterly 
portrayal ever presented to ther 
knowledge before any similer 
board. He stopped at the stroke of 
neon, 


DENIES HAVING LIQUOL 

The interest in his story re- 
mained undimmed throughout the 
afternoon. Here, under examina- 
tion of his counsel, was brought 
out a direct denial that intoxicat- 
ing liquor of any kind was in his 
ship or squadron. He denied 
Hatly that either officer or man 
had used it either before or after 
the disaster. 

When quotations from the coast 
pilot, the navigating Bible of the 
Navy men, had been read to him, 
he admitted that he should have 
followed the advice given and

CONTRADICTS TESTIMONY

TORRENTS STOP 
COTTON PICKING 


Quarter to Half of Texas 
Crop Endangered 


Farmers Also Fear Damage 
to Exposed Corn 


Shortage of Harvest Hands 
Adds to Troubles 


[EXCLUSIVE DISTATCH) 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Sept. 24. 
Torrential rains which have fallen 
all over Texas during the last week, 
following from one to two weeks 
of daily showers, not alone have 
served to turh the unpaved roads 
into bogs and put flood waters into 
many of the larger streams and 
their tributaries, both creeks and 
“draws,” or dry washes, out over 
the surrounding country, but have 
so materially delayed the picking 
of the cotton crop as to render 
doubtful the ultimate fate of from 
one-quarter to one-half the total 
cotton crop in many counties. 

The cotton is not the oniy crop 
monaced, as in many districts 
where corn has not been shucked 
and housed farmers fear that the 
wet weather will cause the sprout- 
Ing of the grain on the ear, thus 
bringing on its utter ruin as a 
feed for live stock or for any other 
useful purpose. 

Farm specialiy dealers in San 
Antonio and neighboring towns 
have not lost hope, contending that 
a week or two of dry. sunshiny 
weather will serve to repair. much 
of the damage by returning all 
streame to normal lev drying 
up roads and making neus in the 
bottom lands, now a seu of mire, 
sufficiently dry so that cotton pick- 
ers and harvesters can enter them 
to gather the corn. 

PRICES 

A few districts only report cot- 
ton and corn unaffected by the 
excess moisture and, as a result, 
spot and future cotton prices are 
soaring to 30 cents or above. N 

From Nixon comes the repo 
from farmers that the situation a» 
affecting their cotton crop is grave. 
One farmer, quoted in a local 
newspaper, said he had a fifty- 
Scree field in the bottoms in which 
not a picker had been, although 
he had a fairly good cotton crop. 
Narly in the season he could ob- 
tain no pickers, end now grass 
and weeds have such a start that 
the wild growth between rows will 
make picking very difficult. Many 
other farmers or that vicinity en- 
ter complains of similar nature. 
The gins at Nixon, which last year 
handied 3000 bales in a similar 
period, this year have ginned 1650 
bales. 


Alleyvton. Colorado county, re- 
ports the prolonged rainy season to 
he threatening fully half of the 
county's crop which still is in the 
fields. Many fields in the bottoms 
are white with staple. Sut on ac- 
count of the scarcity of pickers in 
that vicinity early in the year hot 
a boll has been robbed of its con- 
tents. 


BOLIA SPROUTING 

In many fields the moisture ts 
reported to be eprouting seed in 
the holla, while the ground is too 
muddy to allow workers to enter 
the fieldx. There have been few 
complaints of cotton Worin. 
though it is predicted that it the 
moisture continues long this pest 
will supplant the boll weevil in 
ravaging the crop. The price of 
picking, which started at 75 cents 
per 100 pounds, now has reached 
$1.50 per 100, and a few farmers 
are paying as high as $1.76. 

Rockdale reports that, while 
rains have been heavy, little effect 
has been noticeable in the streams, 
though this was attributed to the 
distance from the head of the wa- 
tershed, and belief was growing 
that flood waters would descend 
later to retard crop handling and 
oll-field work. Heevy rains were 
reported at Liano and Lampasas. 
Gathering of the cotton crop has 
been stopped effectually until the 
fields dry out, while pickers are 
Warte and are demanding from 
$1.50 to $1.75 a hundred. Many 
thousands of acres are reported 
untouched. 

ROADS IMPASSABLE 

Harvesting of crops of all kinds 
around El Campo have been re- 
tarded by rainfall, while roads 
around the town are reported im- 
passable. Two weeks of almost 
daily showers were succeeded Mon- 
day by the heaviest rainfall of the 
geason, making the crop outlook 
anything but flattering. 

Great damage has been done the 
crop around Kyle, whero ten days 
‘of intermittent showers and héayier 
rainfall is reported. Roads are in 
bad condition and fields in muddy 
state, precluding workers entering 
them. 

Bad roads and complicated crop 
conditions were reported from 
Thrall, where an inch and a half 
of rain fell Monday, following an 
inch and a half on Saturday night 
and a succession of lighter show- 
ere. 

On September 16 a celebration 
by Mexican cotton pickers of 
the Prairie Lea vicinity complicated 
matters there, as the workers left 
the fields early in the week to 
gather for their annual picnic and 
refused to return to their fields un- 
tll Tuesday, after taking Monday 
to return to their employ- 
ers’ farms. Rain doscended in 
heavy volume upon the picnickers, 
but failed to dampen their enthu- 
siasm for the glorious “Diez y seis 
de Septiembre.” In the meantime, 
Caldwen county cotton fields be- 
came boggy and could not be

PICKERS LUCKY 

In most places pickers are in 
demand at from $1.60 to $1.75 per 
100 pounds. A8 a picker can av- 
erage from 300 to 500 pounds a 
day, according to ability, this is a 
good wage. 

From Corpus Christi comes the 
report that the Nueces county crop 
this year amounted to between 
90,000 and 100,000 bales, of which 
more than 86,000 bales had been 
ginned. However, in fields sur- 
Ernest rkley, County Commis- 
sioner, estimated that several thou- 
eand bales were unpicked and, de- 
cause of wet weather, unavailable 
for the present. With clear weath- 
er the ginners hope to reach the 
100,000,-bale total before closing 
their plants for the season.

hope of raising a few dollars. 
Such was the information set 


forth in notices posted vesterday 
at the Public Service Department 
Building at 207 South Broadway. 

The typewritten bulletin said: 
“The department will have a quan- 
tit! of cider for sale, made at the 
Franklin reservoir.” 

Some wag wrote in the word 
“hard” before the word cider, but 
officials of the Power Bureau, who 
have charge of the cider depart- 
ment, hotly denied that the mu- 
nicipal ownership cider is hard— 
yet. These officials are also keep- 
ing secret all clews to the meth- 
od used in making the cider, ex- 
cept that it is made at Franklia 
reservoir, where a lot of water 
is supposed to be stored, The de- 
partment charges 60 cents a gal- 
lon for its municipal ownership 
cider, and if the customers have 
no containers these also will be 
supplied by the department t 25 
cents. No prices are quoted on 
pocket flask lots, but it is supposed 
that a slightly higher rate is 
charged.

Follette, formerly presiding Jjus- 
tice of Los Angeles Township, was 
received here late yesterday by the 
Board of Supervisors and duly re- 
corded. No action by that body 
was necessary, as the resignation 
was effective automatically and did 
not require acceptance. 

Following receipt of the resig- 
nation Justice William 8. Baird 
was elected presiding justice in 
Follette's place. 


When Follette’s trial on the 
charges asking his removal was 
called Lefore Judge Avery, how- 


ever, the resignation had not yet 
been placed.in the board's hands) 
and consequently the hearing was 
adjourned to October 4. Attorney 
Robert M. Clarke moved for dis- 
missal on the ground that Follette 
had resigned, but Dep. Dist.-Atty, 
Stafford opposed the motion and 
asked for delay. 

Follette's letter of resignation 
Was printed textually at the time 
it was announced. It declared the 
Justice had been cleared of charges 
“all based on the same testimony 
of unfortunates carefully selected 
from the county jail” and declared 
his intention of seeking vindication 
at the polls.

*hat condition is reached we can- 
not progress. . 


CAPITAL NEEDED 

“Capital is interested and what 
Mexico needs most is capital and 
men who exert the influence to 
move capital. It is essentially a 
slow process. Compare American 
investments tin Canada, totaling 
$800,000,000, with American in- 
vestments in Mexico, not exceeding 
$200,000,000. This great difference 
must be reduced in that our invest 
ment figures in Mexico should be 
breught to a greater total and 
made more equitable, particularly 
by Los Angeles, which has the cap- 
ital and the men and a faat-in- 
creasing population to support it. 

“This flow of capital into Mex- 
1% is going to go slowly at first. 
but with increasing impetus as our 
people grow to know the Mexican 
people better. to understand our 
southern neighbor. No enterprise 
has induced or will induce more of 
this understanding and its attend- 
ant increase in commercial activity 
than the enterprise of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce sending this ex- 
cursion into their midst.

found one of the keys. 

Although Chinatown must 
have been fully informed of 
the search, apparently there 
was no third key, because the 
officers say they found the 
optum cache intact.

HE specter of death yesterday

There, while the physicians were 
draining the poisoh from her 
stomach, the young wife and her 
husband discovered anew that 
they loved each other. They drove 
away from the hospital together, 
Mre.

She swallowed four bichloride 
of mercury tablets in her room at 
334 South Westlake avenue, where 
she had resided since the separa- 
tion from her husband, Then, got 
coming frightened at what she had

The Hursts were married at San 
Diego last July. Differences arose | 
and they came to Los Angeles and 
then separated, Mrs. Hurst going 
to the Westlake address and her 
husband taking a room at a down- 
town hotel. 


Councilman 
Again Scores 
Power Bureau 


Commissioners were criticised 
yesterday from the floor of the 
City Council by Counciiman Allan, 
who charged that the board had 
attacked Police Captain McDowell 
in charge of the traffic division for 
making statements which 
man Allan said Capt. McDowell had 
not made. 

The commission had sent a let- 
ter to the Council replying to Cap-

most impassable. 

The commission sald that its 
Bureau ot Power and Light was 
not responsible for hte condition 
of Hill street.

The Bureau engineers say that 
the man-holes must be located in 
the middle of street luitersectiona, 
the councilman said, and that he 
was convinced on the testimony of 
engineers that these hanholes need 
not be located at interséctions. The 
Counciiman is conducting a cam- 
paign to abate the nuisance and 
traffic delays caused by excava- 
tions and man-hole repair work 
and openings of the utilities com- 
panies and the Bureau of Power 
and Light.

DISCUSSED 


Mrs. Dorsey Tells Why 
Pupils Must be Sent Out 
of Own Districts 


Acute shortage of housing as 
Los Angeles’ principal educational 
problem, was again emphasized 
last night by Mrs. Susan B. Vor- 
sey, Superinter.dent of City Schovis, 
at a meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation. Mrs. Dorsey's declaration 
was elicited by a complaint made 
by a delegation of residents from 
the Belvedere Heights district 
t a ruling requiring chil- 
dren living in that district to at- 
tend the Brookliyn-avenue school 
which they declared was almost 
—— devoted to Mexican pu- 
pila, 
“The question of caring for all 
the children in that portion of the 
city presents a terrific problem, 
sald Mre. Dorsey. It bas devel- 
oped into a city of 75,000 people 
within the three vears, and it 
is impossible for us to keep pace 
with the growth with our present 
resources. We are now building 
a twelve-room school building, and 
a number of bungalows to meet 
the emergency, but even with this 
added housing. we will be foreed 
to put many children on a 
day basis.” 

President Odell announced to 
the board the sale of school boncs 
totaling $640,000, including $600.- 
000 elementary bonds and $40,000 
high school bonds, the purchase 
being made by the Bank of Itaiy 
at par, with accrued interest.
